Continuation of 4(e) Other There are changes to the claim which were not in previous versions. For example Claim 13, line 6 has the 
word "extendin" (if it is a word) that was not in the prior version. Since the word "extending" no longer has a "g" the g has to be shown to be 
deleted. Alternatively, if applicant wishes to show truncation of terms at the end of a line, then proper conventions must be followed; e.g. 
words can be broken only between syllables and with a hyphen to show the break. This is only one example of the improper amendment - 
applicant must review all of the claims to provide a proper amendment .
